“THIS BREED HAS DRINK HOLDER” 


Last Friday, the US Court of Appeals for 

the First Circuit threw out an innovative 
plan devised by federal district judge Nancy 
Gertner that sought to restore randomness to 
the federal jury-selection process in Massachu- 
setts. In true Orwellian fashion, the court 
countermanded Gertner’s plan because sup- 
posedly deviated from the district’s randomness 
requirement in the jury-selection process. 
(Disclosure: was Gertner’s law partner for 
many years.) What gives? 

Gertner openly intended right gross 
racial disparities federal juries notorious 
among lawyers and judges alike — and yet she 
proposed nothing like a quota system. To un- 
derstand her proposal, a brief primer in jury 
selection is in order. Federal juries are drawn 
at random from lists of residents, and jury 
summonses are mailed out to names selected 
by chance, In practice, a disproportionately 
large number summonses that people 
black neighborhoods are returned “undeliv- 
erable” or not returned at all, usually because 
people have moved and that information 
hasn’t made it into the record. The major rea- 
son for this pattern, Gertner concluded, is 
that residential lists are better maintained 
and updated lily-white suburban areas 
than inner-city areas with higher concen- 
trations of black citizens. In other words, 
maintaining updated jury lists is just one 
more service, like trash collection and snow 
that performed inadequately for

black neighborhoods. Because of this, the 
current system is non-random by default. 

Under Gertner’s plan, any potential juror at 
any address in any neighborhood whose sum- 
mons is returned as undeliverable or not re- 
turned at all would be replaced by mailing a 
summons to another name and address within 
the same ZIP code. This would have the effect not 
only replacing the missing addressee, but 
replacing him or her with a neighbor. To the 
Court Appeals this was the problem, because 
concluded that this likely would replace the 
absent potential juror with another potential 
juror of the same race, since, the Court as- 
sumed, people of the same race likely live in 
the same ZIP code. 

The Court of Appeals agreed that black citi- 
zens’ names were under-represented in the 
summonses returned potential jurors. Yet 
concluded that Gertner’s plan did not give all 
names on the list “equal odds of selection.” Sim- 
ple logic tells us, however, that it is impossible 
for each name on the list to have “equal odds of 
selection” when so many no longer live at the 
address to which the summonses are mailed. In 
fact Gertner’s plan was race-blind, since it would 
seek replacements, the same neighborhood, 
for all addressees who did not return their sum- 
monses, whether white or black, urban or suburban. 

The entire brouhaha arose when Gertner ac- 
ceded to a request by lawyers for defendants — 
some of whom are black — in a racketeering 
prosecution involving assault and firearms 
offenses. Normally such cases would be tried in 
state court, but US Attorney Michael Sullivan 
has a history of squeezing such offenses into 
federal statutes, and he does so for two reasons. 
First, the death penalty is available under fed- 
eral but not under state law. Second, federal ju- 
ries for many years have substantially under- 
represented black jurors who, it is widely felt 
based on long courtroom experience, are more 
skeptical about police testimony as well as 
about the death penalty. Indeed, such skepti- 
cism found the African-American commu- 
nity across lines economic class. 

By throwing out Gertner’s remedy, the 
Court of Appeals assured the perpetuation of a 
disproportionately white jury this case 
and in future federal cases — and it did so, out- 
the name race-neutrality: “No 
one is entitled automatically to be tried by a ju- 
persons comprised his her own 
race,” intoned the court self-righteously. True 
But these defendants were not asking 
for racially proportionate juries. They were 
seeking to vindicate their right to be tried by a 
jury randomly selected from the population. In- 
stead, tha..ks to the Court of Appeals, the 
shameful system of racially stacked federal ju- 
ries will continue.

Did the BPD let the 
kill Carey Ried? 


Carey Ried’s family waited and 

waited, but even after the 18- 
year-old died early last Sunday morn- 
ing, some 33 hours after he was shot 
on Westwood Street in Dorchester, the 
police never came to Boston Medical 
Center to ask them any questions. 

This lack of interest in who shot 
Ried was strangely appropriate, since 
authorities seem to have been equally 
blasé for the past months about the 
possibility that Ried was being hunted 
by people seeking revenge for a death 
they held him responsible for —a 
murder Ried may have committed, ac- 
cording to court documents, in self- 
defense against a gang that was hunt- 
ing him two years ago. 

In June 2003, Carey Ried, 16 years 
old at the time, allegedly killed 14- 
year-old Eon Hoskins. According 
the state’s own version of the case, 
Hoskins and at least a half-dozen 
others chased Ried, trying to fight 
with him. Hoskins ultimately chased 
Ried into an alley, where Ried al- 
legedly stabbed him once. Suffolk 
County district attorney Dan Conley’s 
office charged Ried with second-de- 
gree murder. 


If Suffolk County brought murder 
cases to trial with any reasonable speed, 
perhaps Ried would be alive today — 
questions could have been answered, a 
verdict reached, and a reasonable sen- 
tence imposed. But Ried was not due for 
trial until May 2006, assuming no fur- 
ther delays. He had no violent history or 
prior convictions, he was working dili- 
gently toward his GED, and he had local 
family to support him. So, after Ried 
spent a year in Department of Youth 
Services detention, a judge awarded 
him restricted freedom rather than 
transferring him to an adult jail when 
he turned 17. His family scraped togeth- 
the $5000 cash put his bail 
June 2004. 

Ried was out for all of one day before 
shots were fired at the Dorchester house 
where he was living with his grand- 
mother, smashing a window and injur- 
ing a family friend. Police declined to in- 


vestigate, the family claims, insisting 
that the shooting was unrelated to 
Ried. The Boston Police Department 
(BPD) has no record of a reported inci- 
dent at the address at that time, a 
spokesperson says. Having Hoskins’s 
alleged killer walking free for at least 
two years infuriated Hoskins’s family 
and friends, as a Hoskins relative told 
the Phoenix this summer. 

In July 2004, Ried’s father wrote an 
impassioned letter to both Conley and 
Kathleen O’Toole, commissioner of 
the BPD, copies of which were provid- 
ed this week to the Phoenix (read the 
letter at BostonPhoenix.com). “I de- 
pend on you to protect my family,” 
Colin Ried wrote at the time. “But you 
don’t.” Neither office responded, says 
Rosemary Scapicchio, the Boston at- 
torney who was defending Ried. 

Trapped Boston the terms 
his release and the electronic monitor- 
ing bracelet he had to wear, Ried 
nonetheless managed to get his GED 
and hold a full-time job. Last Friday, 
around 5 pm, he was walking from 
work to a family member’s house 
when he was shot three times.

Brattle 
danger 


In the age of Netflix, big screens everywhere are feeling 
the pinch. But for independent repertory theaters, the 
slowdown in ticket sales is especially acute. Harvard 
Square’s nonprofit Brattle Theatre, which has been show- 
ing dusty classics, off-kilter indies, and hard-to-find for- 
eign fare for more than half a century, is a case in point. 

Last week, the theater announced the Brattle Legacy Cam- 
paign, a two-year fundraising push that it hopes will net 
$400,000 by the end of this year and another $100,000 by the 
end 2006. the goal the first phase isn’t met, the Brat- 
tle’s projectors will flicker and go dim for the last time. 

The Brattle has struggled before. But this time it’s serious. 
“It seems like this cycle, every 
10 or 15 years the Brattle goes b 
through a period where some- 
thing puts into this tenuous 
situation,” says Brattle director : or 
Ned Hinkle. “But we’ve never r 
magnitude before.” 

The reasons why the venerable film venue is in such 
dire straits aren’t too surprising. “I think we are seeing the 
end result of the video revolution,” Hinkle says. “You've 
got DVDs with great quality and cheaper, and bigger TV 
sets. People are turning more toward home entertainment 
to see these classic films that the Brattle has always been 
known for presenting.” It may also be that the Brattle has 
been adversely affected by the changes in the neighbor- 
hood. “There are so many empty storefronts in Harvard 
Square right now, with Wordsworth closing, and the HMV 
space being empty for years. Especially on our end of the 
square, a lot of businesses are closing earlier than they 
used to, and there aren’t as many people walking around.” 

Ticket sales the Brattle have declined for the past sev- 
eral years, and Hinkle says this year has seen a precipitous 
20-percent drop. So, hat in hand, the Brattle Film Founda- 
tion is looking for benefactors large and small. They’re al- 
so in the process of organizing benefit concerts, talks with 
well-known filmmakers, and a movie “watchathon” early 
next month when cinephiles can enlist pledges as they 
persevere through a weekend of nonstop screenings. 

Hinkle envisions two responses from the community 
when it’s apparent how much trouble the Brattle may be 
in. The first: “Oh my God, film programming at the Brat- 
tle can’t stop. We have to do something.” The second, and 
the one he’s afraid of, is a resigned shrug: “Oh, that’s too 
bad.” If it’s the latter, he says there won’t be much choice 
but to shutter the theater that’s been the vital center of 
film culture in Cambridge since 1952. “We're a nonprofit. 
We’re meant to be providing a service to the community. If 
the community doesn’t think that service is important, 
then we shouldn’t be offering it.” 

Hinkle says the theater still serves a purpose. “Many of 
the films play available DVD, and some 
them are new films that haven’t been seen on screen in 
the states.” Moreover, the Brattle offers something your 
living room just can’t. “We’re trying to preserve the mode 
going the movies, which feel integral part 
understanding film: seeing the film in a theater, on the 
big screen, with an audience of strangers, with your pop- 
corn and your soda, in your cushy seats.” Mike Miliard

Inside the Bubble critical masterwork that 
will end all talk second Kerry nomina- 
tion? frustratingly insubstantial 
piece fluff? 

Split the difference, and got your 
answer. the end, Inside the Bubble both 
flawed and compelling film which 
only fitting, since John Kerry was 
flawed and compelling candidate. 

First the bad news. Anyone who watches 
Inside the Bubble hopes seeing the 
nominee and his inner circle planning 
processing pivotal campaign moments 
Kerry reporting for duty the Democratic 
National Convention, Kerry windsurfing 
off Nantucket, Kerry noting that voted 
for the $87 billion before voted against 
it, Kerry whupping George Bush the 
first presidential debate will deeply 
disappointed. 

Take the case the DNC and Kerry’s 
ill-advised military salute. Ideally, we’d 
witness Kerry and his closest aides imme- 
diately before and after (think Shrum and 
Sasso high-fiving behind the curtain, 
Kerry pulling Eric LaSalle walks 
offstage). Barring that, we’d see footage

Wolff can engag- 
ing commentator, but he’s not the subject 
this documentary. And learning his 
thoughts doesn’t increase our sense im- 
mediacy deepen our understanding 
the internal workings the Kerry cam- 
paign. Regrettably, this weakness per- 
vades the entire film. 

There is a silver lining here for Kerry 
and his boosters, however namely, the 
absence piercing insight also means 
that fatal flaws are revealed. Granted, 
there are times when Kerry looks bad. One 
example: sparsely attended press con- 
ference airport tarmac, the senator 
simply ignores question from Globe re- 
porter Glen Johnson about Bush’s stem- 
cell-research record, episode that sug- 
gests the senator’s reputation for arro- 
gance and aloofness least partially de- 
served. But there’s no damning moment, 
shot Kerry reducing low-level aide 
tears, mocking evangelical Chris- 
tians, wondering aloud Howard Dean 
should have been the nominee. 

One much-discussed segment seems, 
first glance, approach that level. 
comes the second presidential debate, 
when Kerry criticizes the current tax pa- 
rameters for small businesses. the 
owner timber company, Kerry notes, 
Bush himself can defined small- 
business owner under the existing federal 
tax code. 

After Bush laughs this off —“I owna 
timber company? That’s news me! Need 
some wood?” watch Hillary Clinton 
roll her eyes the audience and see Ker- 
staffers looking dumbfounded (“What 
the fuck was talking about?” More- 
house mutters). Coming on the heels of 
Kerry’s virtuoso showing the first de- 
bate, these scenes remind one Ker- 
ry’s worst attributes: his unfailing ability, 
whenever had opportunity build 
momentum, undercut himself with 
some painful public gaffe. 

Except that that’s not the whole sto- 
ry. FactCheck.org reported later, back 
2003, Bush identified himself 
part owner LSTF, company that pro- 
duces trees for commercial sale. Hillary’s 
eye-roll notwithstanding, Kerry didn’t 
fuck here. Instead, Bush dodged 
valid criticism slipping into his faux- 
everyman persona, something the presi- 
dent has always done maddeningly well. 
Inside the Bubble should make this clear. 
But doesn’t. 

All that said, the film stronger and 
more engaging than its harshest detrac- 
tors would suggest. begin with, 
drives home the grim realities high-lev- 
campaign work the anxiety, the mo- 
notony, the claustrophobia, the exhaus- 
tion unexpectedly visceral way.

really stands out this particular shot 
the loneliness the candidate. Kerry 
blinks into the klieg lights, laboring 
amuse himself and his handlers and 
then switching into full interview mode 
(complete with full interview smile) 
soon the satellite connection 
made.

manufactured pop stars, Paris Hilton. 
More important, fame endured and had 
consequerices. For Ernest Hemingway, 
James Dean, Marilyn Monroe, and John F. 
Kennedy, the price immortality was 
high. was the world existed before 
Andy Warhol’s famous 15-minutes dictum, 
and was still the Greeks had seen it: 
only the whim the gods, and the unlike- 
lihood mortal wisdom, separated glory 
from hubris, Elysium from catastrophe. 
Truman Capote entered this world

Seth Putnam’s near-death experience 


eth Putnam should be dead, and he 

knows it. On October 12, 2004, several 

heavy-metal message boards posted 
the news that Putnam the leader 
Boston’s notorious grindcore band Anal 
Cunt had been hospitalized and had 
lapsed into coma. Some thought was 
joke; those who didn’t suspected attack 
karma. AC’s 1997 album Like When You 
Die (Earache) included the song 
Coma”: “You're a fucking vegetable, we 
tried pull the plug/but you still wouldn’t 
die, you’re dumb stupid fag/you shit ina 
bag, you piss tube/you can’t walk, you 
can’t move.” It’s not even contender for 
the most tasteless song. big 
black Jew split his skull 
open,” read one Web-board 
post, referencing two groups 
Putnam’s baited songs. 

The next day, a message 
appeared the singer’s 
official site acknowledging 
that he’d been hospitalized. 
Hours later, disappeared. 
family member contacted 
the Phoenix declined comment. Rumor had 
he’d been found unconscious hotel 
room. The natural suspicion was OD: Put- 
nam made secret shooting heroin. 
Months passed. friend con- 
tacted the Phoenix and offered account 
the night Putnam disappeared pimps, 
prostitutes, crack, heroin, and lots of alcohol 
were the menu. The source said Putnam 
was such bad shape that his doctors, fear- 
ing irreparable brain damage, discussed 
pulling the plug. 

Now was December. Friends said Put- 
nam was rehab, bedridden and dialy- 
sis. Contacted for comment, Putnam’s 
mother said her son had seizure, passed 
out, and contracted antibiotic-resistant 
strain pneumonia. She claimed there had 
been alcohol heroin his toxicology 
reports. During our talk, she became en- 
she accidentally locked her keys her 
car. The eyewitness called back the next day 
and said the family had threatened hand 
him the cops didn’t recant. day lat- 
er, retracted his retraction. 

June, somewhat miraculously, Put- 
nam and Anal Cunt showed Great 
Scott, asked their friends Eyehategod bor- 
TOW some set time, and played their first 
show since Putnam’s coma. used walk- 
and sang sitting down. was the first 
time he’d performed sober years. 
August posted message his site ad- 
mitting the cause his coma was OD.

unable move. 

He sustained severe nerve damage. He 
had tube his throat. Even after months 
physical therapy, his right hand and his 
left leg don’t work properly. February, 
moved Newton nursing home, where 
had only hour therapy day. just 
started walking around the grounds my- 
self, like minutes day.

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Dave Douglas discovers Fatty Arbuckle

don’t usually recommend jazz album 

saying, “Get for the movie,” but 

that wouldn’t bad advice regarding 

trumpeter/composer Dave Douglas’s 

new Keystone (Greenleaf Music, avail- 
able at greenleafmusic.com). The CD/DVD 
package includes a disc of music, and one 
film and video. The 52-minute in- 
cludes Douglas pieces played his elec- 
tric band — Jamie Saft on Wurlitzer key- 
board, Marcus Strickland on saxophones, 
Brad Jones bass, Gene Lake drums, 
and DJ Olive on turntables — while the 
DVD has a 34-minute two-reel silent come- 
the actor and director Roscoe “Fatty” 
Arbuckle, set to an arrangement of Dou- 
pieces. Douglas and his band will 
perform screenings Arbuckle films 
the Regattabar next weekend. 

Arbuckle name just about lost 
time. The film Keystone, Fatty and Mabel 
Adrift, was made in 1916, and when Dou- 
glas showed the his wife’s elderly 
but sharp-witted and well-educated uncle, 
the older man, having read the liner 
notes, could only look up at the musician 
and say thoughtfully, “David, had 
idea Fanny Arbuckle was man.” 

Arbuckle was major star cinema’s 
early years, but in 1921, following a party 
helped throw, young woman died, 
and Arbuckle was charged with 
manslaughter. took three trials clear 
his name. The jury’s statement read, 
part, “We feel that great injustice has 
been done him. Roscoe Arbuckle 
entirely innocent and free from blame.” 
But the party-going Arbuckle was con- 
venient scapegoat for the first wave an- 
ti-Hollywood Puritanism, and his career 
was over. He died in 1933 at 46. 

“All these movies were removed from 
circulation, and was really erased for 
long time,” Douglas tells the phone 
from his home Croton-on-Hudson. But 
wasn’t love Arbuckle’s films that led 
Douglas him. fact, when started 
what turned out the Keystone project 
(named for the Mack Sennett studio where 
Arbuckle worked), he’d never seen one. 
The impetus was offer from the Para- 
mount Center for the Performing Arts 
nearby Peekskill use NEA grant set 
the film his choice music, with re- 
striction genre period. “The music 
wanted write for film involved lot 
electronic sounds and modern beats, 
first instinct was look for very modern 
films. But anything saw, didn’t

Arbuckle, found not only the right 
comic rhythm but also sense techni- 
cal adventure. was anew medium, and 
you can tell sometimes that he’s playing 
with the very idea capturing something 
camera.” 

Fatty and Mabel Adrift was one many 
that starred Arbuckle with Mabel Nor- 
mand. He’s hand her parents’ farm. 
They fall love and marry with the par- 
ents’ blessings they buy the couple 
beach-house love-nest and the cha- 
grin the jilted suitor (the rubber-faced 
Al St. John). There are various plottings, a 
storm, the house set adrift on the ocean, 
rescue. What’s most striking besides 
the grace the physical comedy the 
sweetness the relationship between the 
two lovers Mabel clearly enchanted 
Fatty’s goofy charm. 

“There are two main misconceptions 
about Arbuckle,” Douglas tells me. “One 
that did these horrible things, which 
know didn’t. And the other comes 
from that picture him with bowler, 
and you tend think that really nasty 


slapstick, with punching and noses get- 
ting twisted. And that’s not what his 
movies were like. They were sweet not 
sentimental, but with sly, subtle humor, 
and very kind romantic and lovely. Now 
that I’ve done this, I really feel that he 
should there with Charlie Chaplin, 
Harold Lloyd, and Buster Keaton one 
the great early directors and actors.” 

Douglas’s music, meanwhile, is atypi- 
cal what one associates with modern 
scores for silents. This isn’t 
recreation of ancient Ellington or ragtime, 
the cartoon compositions Raymond 
Scott, even Brill Frisell’s characteristi- 
cally pastoral settings for Buster Keaton 
(Douglas admires Frisell, which one rea- 
son wanted stay away from Keaton). 
Instead, sets his expansive harmonic 
palette and the often volatile counterpoint 
trumpet and sax against hard funk 
rhythms and floating turntable samples, 
often with pop-song hookiness. Some- 
times the music itself acts counterpoint 
with what’s the But Douglas’s 
ballad-tempo love theme “Sapphire Sky 
Blue” (written for his wife) also happens 
the perfect accompaniment Fatty and 
Mabel’s seaside idyll.

Not that Douglas deliberately avoids 
synchronicity. For the five-minute video 
edited from Tangle, Douglas 
sets one his deepest grooves, “Just An- 
other Murder,” with halting stop-time. 
one scene, repeated the video, Fatty 
flipping pancakes the kitchen, the stop- 
time coming when drops cake onto 
his foot and flips back into the pan. 

“Yeah,” Douglas agrees, “but writing 
theme like that that has all those stop- 
times thinking just that this 
going hook one way another, 
the feeling this stumbling guy. when 
live, hooks just right with 
the pancake drop one night, then the next 
night hooks slightly differently. And 
hope that the themes wrote are 
strong enough that they’ll hook 
matter what the specific moment-to-mo- 
ment relationship is.” 

Douglas often inspired provoked 
non-musical topics. Witness (RCA, 2000) 
was unabashedly political, and Sanctuary 
(Avant, 1997) was inspired, in part, by Filip- 
Brunelleschi’s design for the dome the 
Santa Maria del Fiore Cathedral Florence. 
Reading Douglas’s liner notes for Keystone, 
you can sense his identification with Ar- 
buckle’s plight, the independent artist who 
was sold out his corporate benefactors, 
the scapegoated Hollywood libertine.

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Merge’s main man revamps Portastatic

t’s well past midnight recent Fri- 
day in Seattle, and toward the rear of 
the small stage the Crocodile Café, 
Mac McCaughan eyes closed, Strato- 
caster dangling against his slight 
frame, boyish face belying his years 
leans and hovers for second over his 
amplifier. And then, blaze distortion- 
laden, string-bending, whammy-bar-yank- 
ing noise erupts tilts backward his 
heels, torso jerking left and right, nearly 
bashing into bandmate Jim Wilbur, and 
tearing the crap out solo Mascis 
had just challenged him guitar duel. 
Drums are pounded wildly, fuzzed-out 
bassline punches through the mix, and the 
nearly filled room turns electric the 
faithful snap their heads around, jump 
and down, and scream their approval well 
before the three-man, one-woman outfit 
onstage reaches the end the song. 

It’s exactly the kind full-on moment 
you’d expect from Superchunk, the iconic, 
influential indie band McCaughan formed 
in 1989, adding Wilbur on guitar in 1990. 
But this McCaughan’s other band 
That’s Wilbur playing bass, 
not guitar; behind the drum kit lurks 
McCaughan’s brother Matt; and manning 
keyboards, guitar, violin, and plethora 
percussion instruments pal Margaret 
White. The song they’ve just plowed 
through “White Wave,” from Portastat- 
ic’s seventh full-length, Bright Ideas 
(Merge). The album is by far the most rock- 
ist, “full band” album ever bear the Por- 
tastatic name far cry from the lo-fi 
four-track recordings crafted almost entire- 
McCaughan that characterized Por- 
tastatic’s 1994 debut, I Hope Your Heart Is Not 
Brittle (Merge), and most of what followed. 

McCaughan’s willingness mess with 
the Portastatic plot, to turn it into a more 
forceful, purposeful, and attention-grab- 
bing entity rather than merely repository 
for his ideas has been 
met with remarkable enthusiasm. writer 
New York magazine recently concluded, 
after heaping mound praise Bright 
Ideas, that McCaughan’s insistence chal- 
lenging himself this stage the game 
makes him “unsung king rock.” 

“Hyperbole like that makes little 
uncomfortable,” McCaughan admits with a 
chuckle over his cell phone. It’s week af- 
ter the Seattle gig, and the singer-guitarist 
back home North Carolina, sitting 
the Durham offices Merge Records, the 
independent label and Superchunk 
bassist (and onetime inamorata) Laura Bal- 
lance founded in 1989. “But I think it’s 
great that he loved the record, and, you 
know, some people are taking the Por- 
tastatic record seriously, opposed to, ‘Oh 


well, this just side project and can’t 
wait hear what the new Superchunk 
record sounds like,’ then I’m happy.” 

Of course, McCaughan understands that 
the pining for new Superchunk album 
has grown ever since the band began 
hiatus after Here’s Shutting Up. Some 
have begun wonder Superchunk are 
over. But Bright Ideas should make both Por- 
tastatic and Superchunk fans happy. The 
material ranks among McCaughan’s best, 
period. There are tracks affecting any- 
thing on Brittle (until now, Portastatic’s 
finest album) and others that are exuber- 
ant, clever, and craggy stand 
proudly alongside Superchunk classic like 
Foolish. “Center the World,” “The Soft 
Rewind,” Wave” provide mus- 
cle chugging rhythms, ardent guitar so- 
los, singalong choruses while the mid- 
tempo title track and “Truckstop Cassettes” 
furnish atmosphere: “Bright Ideas” has 
dusty desert-highway echo and tremolo 
guitar, “Truckstop Cassettes” acoustic 
country-blues shuffle and melancholy vio- 
lin. Meanwhile, “Through with People” 
straddles both worlds, charging forward 
anthemically, yet spotlighting fluid, ele- 
gant guitar melody. one would expect, 
McCaughan’s lyrics alternate between cyni-

cism and guarded optimism, often even 
the same song. “There may lie beauty 
ahead/That our language can’t capture 
all,” sings “Truckstop Cassettes” 
before conceding few stanzas later, 
thought the worst was over/Just goes 
shouldn’t think.”

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DEAD CAN DANCE 
ARCHITECTS GOTH 


For 15 years, Dead Can Dance 
singers Lisa Gerrard and 
Brendan Perry, supported 
percussion, electronica, and 
guitars ruled the cultish 
world dirge-like rumina- 
tions and dark rhythm that 
fans know “Goth.” They 
delved deeper into fantasy 
than the Cocteau Twins; fur- 
ther into gloom than Joy Divi- 
sion; and further back in time 
than Yaz (covering “Saltarello,” 
from 1461). They were 
diva disco before the term be- 
came common, tribal by beat, 
and forlornly punkish irre- 
sistible mix opposite expres- 
sions, especially their first 
three albums. Thereafter, they 
began repeat themselves. Sur- 
prise vanished from their mu- 
sic, and Gerrard and Perry 
stopped working together. 

That was then. These days, 
reunited Perry and Gerrard 
are supporting a two-CD best- 
of retrospective (on 4AD/Rhi- 
no) with tour that brought 
them the Orpheum week 
ago. Those who came dressed 
the part lot black, lot 
makeup, lot leather and 
beads. And they did not dress vain. Gerrard, Perry, 
and six percussionists and keyboard players performed 
mix of favorites and, in the process, showed themselves 
very much Perry’s band. album, Gerrard’s 
pure, high, diva soprano, singing exotic languages, 
with her Egyptian mawal techniques, the accompa- 
niment panoply Mediterranean rhythms, that 
captivates. Perry’s charmless, toneless vocals, have of- 
ten seemed like very cold water spilled Gerrard’s su- 
per-hot fires. 

But, live, Perry’s tuneless laments made much more 
sense. was his longing for things not they 
are, for tragic deaths not the inevitable result 
living passionately that established the ground rules: 
“The stars you see the night sky have been dead for 
centuries,” sang. “Someone creates the illusion 
life for all these years.” There were stars the 
stage, just backdrop curtain lighted purple, dark 
maroon, midnight blue. Only Perry spoke. Gerrard 
stood her podium, robed ochre satin like priest- 
ess in a Tolkien book, smiling faintly once in a while. 
Perry moved about freely; Gerrard slowly, all, 
stiffly, like Mary Easter pageant. 

There were spontaneous passages, not note un- 
scripted. Gerrard’s diva arias some them gender- 
distorted the electronica barely seemed emanate 
from her rather than from the music board she played. 
The music was over-orchestrated, top-heavily operatic, 
Other than Gerrard’s occasional voice 
distortion, the gender gap between her and Perry was 
much too vast bald, bearded, and stocky, with 
bear-like voice; she gilded and illuminated, singing far- 
away lullabies. Perry sounded like the antithesis 
Bryan Ferry (and one song, like anti-Bruce Spring- 
steen), Gerrard like the anti-Maria Callas. Without ever 
saying so, DCD subverted just about everything, from 
faith honor, from “art” folk, from the past that 
they made such curiously obsessive use the future 
that they conjured. And Perry was the master conjurer.

Brooklyn-based indie-pop combo are 
led by singer-guitarist Matt Pond; 
the “PA” refers to Philadelphia, 
where Pond formed the group in 
1997. He’s one of those emotional 
indie guys who sings with a 
clenched, throaty gasp that makes 
it sound like whatever he's singing 
about is a really big deal, even 
when it probably isn’t. But, unlike 
many of his peers, Pond knows how 
to surround his voice with arrange- 
ments that temper that intensity 
and stabilize the music. Which 
makes Several Arrows Later a lot more 
listenable than lyrics like “I can beat 
myself up with success” might sug- 
gest. Nearly every track offers some- 
thing to counterbalance Pond’s anx- 
iety: “The Trees and the Wild” puls- 
es with a jaunty keyboard figure, 
“So Much Trouble” has a cool 
Morse-code guitar part, the title 
track coasts on a ticking, processed 
drumbeat that gives the singer’s 
moping some valuable motion. 
Pond can whine all he wants; his 
bandmates have his back.

But 
good-old-fashioned heartache from 
a breakup shifted him in a more 
personal direction on a number of 
others on this, his fifth full-length 
in as many years. Though he’s al- 
ways been an indie songwriter’s 
songwriter, Vanderslice — with 
help from co-lyricist John Darnielle 
of the Mountain Goats — has taken 
even greater care to detail his film 
shorts in the confines of fragile pop 
songs proportioned in Spartan 
arrangements. Simple acoustic gui- 
tar, piano, and drums are softly 
shaded with mellotron, vibra- 
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phone, tape manipulatiors, and 
Hammond B3. The arrangements 
are certainly less crowded than his 
last concept album — Death of an 
American Four Tracker — but no less en- 
gaging.

TOUCH AND GO | This Australian 
trio have been spoiling fans of 
thoughtful, instrumental, this- 
and-that-and-a-violin music for the 
past decade. It’s become all too easy 
to take for granted the ease with 
which violinist Warren Ellis, gui- 
tarist Mick Turner, and drummer 
Jim White deploy their unique, 
vaguely avant folk-rock. Cinder 
brings Mekon Sally Timms in on the 
action to sing the dulcet “Feral,” 
and hands the reins to Chan “Cat 
Power” Marshall on the melancholy 
“Great Waves,” for which she pro- 
vides both lyrics and vocals. The 
cameos provide amiable interludes. 
But Dirty Three have a more impor- 
tant fourth member: silence. The 
trio, particularly White, have an ear 
for perfect pauses. Busier fare, such 
as “She Passed Through,” a spacey 
funk jam with Hammond organ, 
“Doris,” which reaches anthemic 
heights as bagpipes whirr and 
drums pound, and the fevered gyp- 
sy-flavored “The Zither Player” (in- 
spired by Hungarian fiddler Felix 
Lajko) seem carefully placed to 
highlight quieter songs. For Dirty 
Three, less — and lonely — really is 
more.

Working with 
desert-dwelling musicians, includ- 
ing famed sidemen of Ali Farka 
Toure from the north and a Was- 
soulou harpist from the south, 
James has produced four albums 
and a film, and created an ever- 
deepening consort of African and 
American traditions. This set of 13 
songs draws from all periods of 
James's odyssey, with an emphasis 
on the roots/blues side of the equa- 
tion. “Come Around” fuses a 
moody Songhai vamp with shades 
of Howlin’ Wolf’s “Smokestack 
Lightning.” “Mone/Jump and Fly” 
lifts to a racing shuffle, buoyed by 
chanting vocals and clear-toned 
slide guitar. “Dream After Dream” 
offers a serene, desert take on Skip 
James. As the ubiquitous clopping 
grooves of calabash percussion 
merge with vibey guitars and the

QUARTET WITH JOHN COLTRANE 
AT CARNEGIE HALL | BLUE NOTE | 
Summer of 57: Miles has fired 
Coltrane for the latter’s junkie 
ways. He gets clean and studies at 
the hands of bebop’s master theo- 
retician, Thelonious Monk, ina 
nine-month residency at New 
York’s Five Spot. Other documents 
of the collaboration are attenuated: 
a tlub session recorded by 
Coltrane's wife Naima (also avail- 
able on Blue Note) suffers from 
muddy sound. A studio date for 
Riverside is relatively subdued. 
But here’s the full flower, recorded 
by Voice of America and recently 
unearthed in the Library of Con- 
gress. Recorded in late November, 
it shows the relationship by now is 
sure-footed and free. Tunes like 
the opening “Monk’s Mood” and 
“Sweet and Lovely” actually sound 
arranged, the former with its deli- 
cate entrances, exits, and duo 
passages, the latter with its furi- 
ous shifts in and out of double- 
time. In other sessions, Monk laid 
out while Coltrane unfurled his 
“sheets of sound,” but here he’s 
with him all the way, skimming 
the keyboard with arpeggiated ob- 
bligati, plunking the chord pat- 
terns, keeping the saxophonist in 
the tune. His own patterns leap 
and tumble — on “Nutty” he sud- 
denly plonks some bass notes as if 
with his elbow, and elsewhere he 
sets up subtle tensions with the 
horn. For once, a “discovery” 
worth the fuss.

Blood had invented new art form, “the 
non-fiction novel.” Whether that claim 
holds the history literature, the 
concept nothing new cinema. Taking 
real events and shaping them into narra- 
tives that’s pretty much what movies 
have been doing since Griffith’s Birth ofa 
Nation (1915). 

it’s irony Capote (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman) himself might have relished 
that his foray into the genre should get 
the nonfiction-novel treatment itself.

But the filmmakers, basing their 
work Gerald Clarke’s 1988 biography, 
see the true story more personal, and 
more universally tragic. Kansas, Capote 
would meet the outlaw muse who would 
inspire his greatest work art. But for 
this happen, the muse must die sac- 
rifice that will win Capote everything 
desires the cost everything is. 

The sacrificial victim Perry Smith 
(Clifton Collins Jr.), who with Dick Hickock 
(Mark Pellegrino) had butchered the Clut- 
ters for $50. Kansas Bureau Investiga- 
tion agent Alvin Dewey (Chris Cooper) 
brings the pair justice, Capote’s eyes take 
Smith’s shrunken height, tortured gait, 
and “changeling’s face.” Smith not all 
that different from him, Capote will tell 
him. The biggest differences being that 
Smith has killed and condemned die, 
two secrets that Capote must comprehend 
before his magnum opus can finished. 

Such analysis would pat not for 
Bennett Miller’s stark and exacting direc- 
tion and Hoffman’s performance. The lat- 
ter reproduces with fluid mastery the

voice, gestures, and somehow even the 
diminutive height the literary gnome.

Miller cuts from such 
details the cotton-wrapped head vic- 
tim Capote’s face, and that face you 
can see the shock, compassion, and calcu- 
lation converts the detail into prose 
cocktail chatter. 

Indeed, after such bleak Kansas se-

But like everything and 
everyone else in the film, they are distrac- 
tions. Capote narrows down to a two-man 
play, between Capote and Smith, with on- 
one possible outcome. Capote’s project, 
one wag jokes, love story between 
Capote and himself. this chilling and 
wrenching morality play makes clear, he’s 
exactly right.

the legendary filmmaker Rebel 
Without Cause and other cult classics (In 
Lonely Place, Johnny the mighty 
had mightily stumbled. was spring 
1973, and a haggard, ravaged Ray, a 
frightening haze alcohol and amphet- 
amines, showed the University 
Wisconsin for two days what was 
billed “filmmaking workshop.”

The script re- 
peatedly alludes mayhem nature, and 
Williams calls for such garden flora 
“massive tree-flowers that suggest organs 
body, torn out, still blistening with 
undried blood.” Instead, designer Fritz Sz- 
abo provides the facade stately manse 
and patio surrounded tropical green- 
ery. Veteran actor Barbara Meek creates a 
formidable, but not monstrous, Mrs. Ven- 
able. And white-clad Miriam Silverman, 
her gestures a graceful swirl of agitation, 
makes the white-hot most her long con- 
juration the garish afternoon when Se- 
bastian met his end near the beach that 
had been his sexual snacking ground. 

In The Breadwinner, the bones children 
are looking pick clean are their progeni- 
tors’.

All the barstool 
shenanigans that defined the pulp novels 
of the 1950s are set against a cabaret back- 
drop in Pulp (at the Boston Center for the 
Arts through October 15), Patricia Kane’s 
musical distillation the lesbian-pulp 
genre (with songs Amy Warren and 
Andre Pluess), which premiered at 
Chicago’s About Face Theatre in 2004 and 
seen here its regional premiere. 

Boston Theatre Works plays the 
script’s so-bad-they’re-good double- 
entendres, frank patter, and stock charac- 
ters all hallmarks the novels Kane 
adroitly shadows. Pulp fiction was racy, 
given the sexual discretion of the era, but 
saved itself from being lumped with 
pornography dishing out some morality 
lesson the end. Kane can’t seem 
decide whether she wants poke fun 
pay tribute the prefeminist works 
that inspired her. But one inclined, 
the play rolls on, assume the former. 
Why else the gratuitous musical numbers 
or the caricatured personalities, among 
them Pepper (Stephanie Carlson), bar- 
tender bubbly champagne? She spouts 
movie trivia with the same reckless 
enthusiasm with which frosty lady-killer 
waitress Bing (Whitney Cohen) has flings. 

Set 1956, the piece takes through 
the escapades tough-shelled Terry 
Logan (Dayle Ballentine), who has just 
ditched the WAC after back-seat roll 
with general’s daughter.

A woman, carrying a shopping bag, 

enters alone. Soon she will take off her 
shoes, pull on a pair of boots, and put on an 
apron. For the rest of the play she will be en- 
gaged in mopping the entire floor, “down to 
the last corner,” according to the stage direc- 
tions for Colombian playwright Humberto Do- 
rado’s The Keening. The play, which has been 
translated by Joe Broderick and Ryan McKit- 
trick, will rake its American debut at Zero Ar- 
row Theatre beginning tonight. The Colombian 
actor and director Nicolas Montero, who 
helped develop the material, is staging it for 
American Repertory Theatre. 

The Keening is built around the memories 
of the woman, identified only as a “plafidera,” 
a hired mourner or keener, who recalls her his- 
tory in order to come to a decision. Her one life 
stands as a metaphor for those of the contem- 
porary rural people who have been the chief 
victims of the lawlessness that pervades a na- 
tion beset by paramilitary guerrillas and drug 
traffic. “The play is about the point of view of 
the victim. Life becomes disposable. This situ- 
ation is not only happening in Colombia but the 


world over,” Montero says. 


The play grew out of a familiar theater ex- 
ercise: an actor and director working together 
to develop a piece. Montero and Colombian ac- 


and the need to connect to reality. When we 
had this structure, we called in Humberto. He 
wrote a text about a woman he had known, a 
professional keener, and later added the story 
of the massacre in the rural village of Chengue.

interviewer once broke the ice with Rod 
Stewart asking how was doing, and 
Stewart said not great Sam Cooke was 
still dead. Since this exchange took place 
roughly two decades after Cooke had been 
shot death the front office seedy 
motel, suggests just how hard Rod 
Stewart took his idol’s demise. 

But then Sam Cooke was not ordinary 
singer person. Some achieve gold 
status and some have thrust upon them. 
But Peter Guralnick (the author of a mag- 
nificent two-volume biography Elvis 
Presley, among many other music-related 
books) this new, dense, detailed, and 
utterly captivating biography, makes one 
think that Cooke probably shone the 
womb. Certainly was golden child 
everyone who knew him, and not just be- 
cause his incandescent smile and inher- 
ent sweetness; from his earliest days, 
Cooke not only seemed know that was 
destined for greatness but also planned for 
it. His brother L.C. recalls, “When we was 
very little boys, were playing, and 
had these popsicle sticks lined them 
sticks up, stuck ’em in the ground, and 
said, ‘This is my audience, see? I’m gonna 
sing these sticks.’ said, ‘This prepare 
for 

Even the prepare-me-for-my-future 
line sounds little too prescient for kid 
playing the dirt with popsicle sticks, 
there doubt that, from his earliest 
days, Cooke consciously took his part 
within venerable musical tradition and 
then worked doggedly advance it. The 
young Sam Cooke fell hard for the Ink 
Spots and was singing their 1939 signature 
tune “If Didn’t Care” girl the hall- 
way Chicago building 1947 when 
couple other teenagers he’d never met 
began harmonize with him and then 
asked him the spot join their gospel 
quartet, the Highway QCs.

man, Berrigan’s close friend 
and frequent collaborator, sub- 
tly underscores this: bu- 
sit Berrigan’s signature 
black-rimmed eyeglasses. 

This book’s editors have 
done superb job providing 
lucid introduction covering 
all the bases, chronology, 
and notes the poems exem- 
plary their lack preten- 
sion.

The other part of the 
concept is high-end wine, and our 
critic suggests low-balling the half 
bottles and the “Wow” list of aged 
and overlooked gems. It’s a fiddly, 
lengthy evening with lots of things 
served for two — perhaps better for 
dates than serious gourmandize, 
despite the great wines.

don’t know why Turkish restaurants 
are springing up in Brookline and 
Brighton, but keep them coming. 
Babasco is a little cafeteria/café with 
big flavors on mixed appetizers, an 
outstanding doner kebab of grilled 
beef and lamb, and an eggplant 
kebab that isn’t a kebab but is 
remarkably delicious in both meat 
and vegetarian versions. Also real 
Turkish sodas and yogurt drinks, and 
super-sweet desserts.

Arlington St, Boston | 617.423.1112 | 
$19-$38 | This may not be the “steak 
house to end all arguments,” but it is 
certainly the largest, most excessive, 
and most expensive to open in Boston 
ina long, long time. The setting in 
the Castle, with a military museum 


distributed over four floors of dining 
rooms, is lots of fun. The menu logic 
is big-occasion — go for the aged 
steaks and raw seafood bouquets 
despite the expense. You can snipe 
out some relative bargains on the 
wine list, but nothing succeeds here 
like excess and taking home the 
extras. Dress up; everyone else does.

Club is designed to be a modern steak 
house, which is to say, a big-occasion 
restaurant serving steaks, seafood, 
side vegetables, and enough pasta 
and desserts to challenge the conven- 
tional view of steak houses.

There comes a time in everyone's life when you realize flipping burgers doesn’t qualify as a lucrative 
career path. Maybe you've realized that minimum wage isn't glamorous or maybe you've cleaned the 
public restrooms too many times to mention. Follow these guidelines and find a new job that is worthy of

WHERE TO FIND A JOB 
When beginning your job search, think about what you want in terms of position, salary, benefits, and 


location. Use these answers as you weave your way through a virtual web of opportunity. 


“Search Engines. Search engines offer a bevy of employment opportunities. Answer 
questions about yourself and your dream job, and find hundreds of positions 
waiting to be filled. Check out sites like Monster.com, Careerbuilder.com, and 
Classifieds. Bostonphoenix.com. 


*Networking. Unless you live in box, you have a community of friends and one of 
them has information about a jod opening. Ask around and see if a college buddy can 
get you an interview at the company where she’s presently employed. 


“Newspaper Classified Sections. Open up the Phoenix and head to the classified 
page. Take out a red marker, circle the job you want, and schedule an interview 


POSTING/ PRESENTING YOUR RESUME 
Focus on your resume. Make certain you've made all necessary corrections or additions before posting it 
Or presenting it to an employer. Remember, your resume represents who you are as an employee 


“The Cover Letter. This brief introduction comes before your resume and gives the 
employer a foreshadowing of what you have in store. The letter should be professional 
and friendlyin tone, state the position you want, and include your general qualifications. 
Feel freeto drop anameif you knowapersoninthecompany, but dosoinasubtle manner: 
“t learned of this open position through my friend jane Drake who works in your Human 
Resources Department.” 


*The Purpose Statement. This is a short explanation of what job you are applying for 
and why you want it. It should be located on the resume itself, towards the top of the 
page, under your contact information. 


*The Resume. A'though there is more than one acceptable resume format, the 
outline is typically the same. All contact information should be listed as the header, 
with a purpose statement below it. Beneath the statement, focus on your educational 
experience. List the degree you earned, when you earned it, and at what institution 

After education, list any pertinent computer or technology experience. Previous job 
experience comes next. List the title of the position you held, the location of the job, 
and the time period you were employed. Include the company name and, using bullet 
points, describe your responsibilities at that job. Finally, you can dedicate a section to 
your awards and achievements. Have another person check your resume for spelling or 
grammatical errors. 


THE INTERVIEW 
This is your chance to shine. Never underestimate the importance of a first impression. 


“Research the Company. Search the company’s web site to prepare yourself for the 
interview. Get an idea of what the company is looking for in an employee. 


“Dress in Professional Attire. Even if this company encourages its employees 
to dress for comfort, don a suit for that day. Make certain you look neat, clean, 
and presentable. 


“Professionalism. Greet the interviewer with a confident smile, strong eye contact, 
and a firm handshake. Listen intently to all questions and answer them with complete 
honesty. Nothing is more embarrassing than being caught in a lie. Employers look for 
truthful, friendly people with good work ethic and the ability to communicate and work 
well with others. Let your positive traits shine. 


*The Exit. As you are leaving, shake the interviewer's hand one last time and tell her 
it was a pleasure meeting her. If she doesn’t mention it, feel free to ask when you can 
expect to hear back from the company. 


THE FOLLOW 


Some people fear the follow up because they don’t want to appear as an overzealous stalker. Without a 


follow up of any kind, however, an employer may think you don't care if you get the job. 


Now, using all of these helpful hints as your ammunition, drop that 6 piece Chicken McNugget Happy 


“The Note. Write a thank you note to the interviewer. Thank him 
for his time, tell him how much you enjoyed the interview and 
how you look forward hearing back from him in the near future. 
Then drop that baby in the mailbox. 


*The Phone Call. If a week has passed and you haven't heard back from the company, 
call your interviewer and politely ask if any hiring decisions have been made. Unless 
you are calling them once a day, they will not see you as pushy.
